Three anti - Castro Cubans 
who 
are 
walking 
from 
New' 
York to Miami in an effort to 
gain American support for their 
guerilla war campaign against 
Communism, 
encamped 
last 
night in Lower Bucks County. 


The foot soldiers are Jesus 
Pineda, 24, of Havana, and Ju­ 
an M. Garcia, 24, and Rafael 
Frags, 33, of Oriente. Frags was 
principal 
translator 
for 
the 
three. 
The trio set out at noon Sat­ 
urday from New York on the 
1,400 mile hike, carrying duffle 
bags, hammocks and signs. 


Two Purposes 
The three are wearing Army 
fatigue . type uniforms “ exact­ 
ly the same as those being used 
by freedom forces” inside Cuba. 
The walk actually serves two 
purposes — to muster support 
for their cause and to condition 
them for joining the guerrilla 
forces, they said. 
“ Our main purpose is to dem­ 
onstrate 
and 
expalin 
to 
the 
American 
people 
the 
Plan 


Omega for the liberation of Cu­ 
ba,” one leaflet handed out by 
them said. 
The 
three 
walked 
through 
Morrisville yesterday afternoon, 
and said they planned to stay 
in the Lower Bucks area last 
night, as soon as they cam e on 
a “jungle - like” wooded area 
along Route I. 
Only Luxury 
The 
three 
rugged 
looking, 
bearded 
soldiers 
said 
they 
would sling up their hammocks 
to sleep the night. The only lux­ 
ury they enjoy', one said, was 
eating at various diners and res­ 
taurants along the way. 
A leaflet 
handed 
out from 
their 
packs 
explains 
“ Plan 
Omega.” This drive “ combines 
the guerilla warfare actually go­ 
ing on inside Cuba with active 
and constant infiltration. 
Our 
fighters 
are 
using 
sabotage, 
fires, psychological and guerilla 
warfare, with the' objective of 
creating a revolutionary state of 
things which will m ake possible 
the liberation of Cuba." 
“ Our uniforms are exactly the 
same as those being used by the 
freedom forces inside the island, 
whose ideal is to overthrow the 


Communist 
dictatorship 
and 
then 
install 
a democratic re­ 
gime,” it goes on. 
“We request of the American 
people moral support in this, our 
fight and yours against Com­ 
munism 
in 
this 
Hemisphere. 
Castro and his Communism are 
the enemies of all peoples of 
America. 
“ We also request your finan­ 
cial support, so that 
we can 
maintain 
and 
increase 
the 
forces of liberation already in­ 
side Cuba. Please send your con­ 
tribution to: ll Frente, Alpha 66, 
MRP, 109 S. W. 12th Ave., Mi­ 
ami, Fla.” 
Fraga explained Plan Omega 
is an offshoot of Alpha 66, an­ 
other drive previously staged 
against Fidel Castro.
